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second and third classes shall designate a sufficient number of
men as inspectors to carry out the provisions of this section.

5. Written reports of inspection shall be made and kept on
file in the office of the chief of the fire department in the man-
ner and form required by the industrial commission.

6. Such inspection shall be subjeet to the supervision and
direction of the industrial commission, which shall upon ex-
amination certify to the commissioner of insurance after the ex-
piration of each calendar year each such ecity, village or town
where the inspections for such year have been made, and rec-
ords thereof have been made and kept on file as required by law.

7. A copy of any report showing a change in the hazard
from the survey, or any violation of law or ordinance relating
to the fire hazard upon any risk shall be given by the industrial
commission to any inspection bureau making written request
therefor.

SeEcTiON 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and ‘after July 1, 1917.
